ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 


OBJECTIVES 

This  is  a programme  in  communications. 

A shrinking  globe  coupled  with  an  accelerating 
communications  explosion  make  it  increasingly 
desirable,  if  not  essential,  for  many  persons  to 
be  able  to  communicate  accurately  and  effectively 
in  more  than  one  language  within  more  than  one 
cultural  framework.  Participation  in  this  full-time, 
summer  programme  will  afford  those  whose  native 
language  is  not  English  with  an  opportunity  to 
become  better  communicators  in  this  important 
language.  Emphasis  will  be  on  the  development 
of  oral  and  auditory  skills,  but  considerable  atten- 
tion will  also  be  directed  to  improving  students' 
competence  as  both  readers  and  writers  of  English. 

COURSE  METHOD  AND  SCOPE 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  maximize  the  learn- 
ing opportunity  afforded.  The  student  to  staff 
ratio  will  be  low;  modern  reading,  writing  and 
language  laboratory  facilities  will  be  employed; 
linguist-instructors  will  approach  the  learning 
situation  with  scientifically  based  methods 
designed  to  develop  an  English  language  reflex. 

As  the  development  of  conversational  fluency 
will  be  a major  objective,  special  attention  will 
be  given  to  sentence  structure  and  patterns,  pro- 
nunciation, and  vocabulary  building  (including 
special  vocabularies) . 

Appropriate  levels  of  language  instruction  will 
be  provided  to  ensure  optimum  learning  oppor- 
tunities. Final  student  placement  in  the  various 
levels  will  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  tests 
and  interviews  which  will  be  conducted  during 
the  first  day  of  classes. 


Appropriate  work  within  literary,  dramatic,  scienti- 
fic and  various  other  contexts  will  complement  the 
language  training  sessions.  In  addition,  an  exten- 
sive programme  of  social  and  cultural  activities 
will  round  out  the  Immersion  environment. 

Recognizing  that  a variety  of  academic,  financial, 
and  time  considerations  must  influence  the  decision 
of  prospective  students,  programmes  of  both  four 
and  six  weeks  duration  are  offered.  The  six  week 
one  will  provide  more  extensive  courses  of  study 
and  will  permit  greater  reinforcement  of  learning, 
in  other  respects,  including  quality  and  intensity, 
the  programmes  will  be  identical. 


PREREQUISITE:  At  least  elementary  facility  in 
English  is  required  of  applicants.  This  is  not  a 
programme  for  beginners  who  have  had  no  previous 
instruction  in  English.  With  the  application  form, 
students  are  required  to  submit  a brief  descrip- 
tion of  their  facility  in  English.
